SCHURZ TO-NIGHT, 


B i s Views on Civil Service. 


Hon. Carl Schurz, a member of 
Hayes' Cabinet, will address his Re- 
publican friends in this city to-night. 
It is reported of him that he was very 
snappish and reserved when asked by 
a reporter in Ohio whether he thought 
a cabinet officer's taking part in a 
campaign was consistent with his 
idea 
of 
civil 
service 
reform. 
He 
made 
no answer. 
In 
1872, 
upon the 
22d 
of July, at 
St. 
Louis, Mr. Schurz expressed himself 
quite freely upon the subject. 
The 
Democrats have compiled extracts 
from that speech to circulate in Mr. 
Schurz' path 
during 
his present 
stumping tour. 
The first extract 
says: 


The pen which wrote the message 
laying before Congress the civil serv- 
ice regulations was not yet dry when 
it signed another paper ordering their 
suppression. 
The old traffic in offices 
continued without blush for months 
and months, and from one end of the 
country to another thy whole force 
has been employed in pulling wires 
to dragoon the party into the renomi- 
nation of the President, and at this 
very moment the whole civil service 
of the country, from cabinent mini > 
ters down to the meanest postmaster, 
is converted into a vast political 
agency to 
secure the President's 
re-election. 
The Attorney General 
spent many weeks, if not months, 
thousands of miles away from his 
office, to fix up his Btate of Oregon. 
The Secretary of the Interior has al- 
most become a stranger to the walls 
of his department. 
The Secretary of 
the Treasury has taken the stump in 
North Carolina to sing the praises of 
his master. 
The Secretary of the 
Navy, if I am rightly informed, will 
soon give the cause of his chief in like 
manner the support of his guns, and 
the money of the government, as we 
are assured on good authority, poured 
like water into the contested States to 
effect what the eloquent urgency of 
cabinet ministers cannot accomplisLi. 


MR. SCHUKZ'S PICTUEE 


of 1872 fits very well the canvass of 
1880. 
The following are the most 
pertinent extracts printed in the im- 
pertinent circular gotten up to annoy 
Mr. Schurz: 


"More than three years are now 
behind us as a part of history, and 
what has become of all our hopes? 
Disappointment, which make further 
hope appear like a mockery. 
This 
administration, which commenced its 
career under such happy auspices, has 
in so alarming a degree developed 
some of the very worst tendencies of 
our political life, that its continuance 
in authority appears as a danger and 
a menace to our free institutions. 
In 
no period of our history, perhaps, has 
the selfishness of power and grasp^g 
greed of party stood more insidiously, 
stubbornly, and conspicuously in the 
way of manifest duty." 


In speaking of the then condition 
of the Southern States under Repub 
lican rule, 


MR. SCHURZ SAID: 


As it was, a system of robbery and 
ruinous misgovernment ensued, which 
has hardly a 
parallel in history. 
Most of the States were with incredi- 
ble rapidity burdened with enormous 
debtb, without any equivalent. Scores 
of 
millions disappeared as 
if 
by 
m^ic, in the capacious darkness of 
private pockets. 
Impoverished 
as 
these States were by war, they were 
now stripped naked. 
The public ex- 
penses became absurdly extravagant, 
the taxes unbearable. 
Who was re- 
sposible for this? 
Those govern- 
ments were and ar^ at this moment 
carried on in the name and under the 
auspices of the Ilepublican party. It 
was through it that tbe Southern 
people felt the touch of degrading 
power. 


Alluding to stalwart Republicans 
who were pressing 
reconstruction, 
Senator Schurz said: 


Such measures served directly to 
sustain in power the very adventur- 
ers who, by their revolting system of 
plunder, were violently keeping alive 
the spirit of disorder which that leg- 
islation was to repress. 
Some of the 
very worst of that thieving frater. 
nity have been constantly hanging 
around Congress, bawling and press- 
ing for the extremest measures, and 
with no other view but that every 
such act would be likely to give them 
a new lease of power and extend 
them freedom to steal.

Gen. Grant has assailed your charac- 
ter, as he is reported to have done, 
you will make a general denial?" 


" I will certainly deny everything 
that is ruitrue. 
After I have sifted 
the matter to the bottom, and I have 
decided to reply I will prepare a 
careful and comprehensive statement 
for publication." 


"How much time will be required 
for you to hear personally from Gten, 
Grant on this matter? ' 


" I cannot say, but I shall lose no 
more time than I can help in getting 
at the bottom of the matter." 


"What 
reason 
have 
you 
for 
doubting that Gen. Grant has attacked 
your character?" 


"In the first place, he lacked good 
grounds upon which to attack me, 
and in the second place, he is an old 
soldier and a graduate of West Point. 
As such, he could not, it seems to 
me, so far overstep the bounds of 
truth and gentlemanly propriety as 
to attempt to injure me even in 
private conversation."

B o s n s H o r s e Feed. 


A singular swindle has come to 
light in the «nape of ''bogus horse 
feed." For fcome time past it has 
been known to a few that such a 
thiDg was palmed off on 
owners of 
horses, but iately so much of it has 
been put into the market that the 
public should be icformed of the 
cheat. 
Several 
wholesale 
dealers 
handle the fctuif because it is cheap 
and many ri?t.-,iiers don't care, so that 
between them the buyer is swindled 
and the horse cheated out of his 
nutritious food, all for a few dollars. 
Those who engage in this business 
have their hands full of orders, be- 
• cause they can sell for less than the 
honest dealers who use genuine oats 
IB the feed. 


To make 200 weight of chop feed 
it will take three bushels of corn of 
fifty six pounds to the bushel and one 
bushel of oats of thirty-two pounds. 
Corn coats the mill 50 cents per 
bushel, and oats 37 cents—when 
bought in large quftnliLifci—and it 
costs IG cents for grinding the 200- 
weig^t. This makes the dead cost of 
200-?^ei;iht of chop feed $2.03. Re- 
member, this is the cost, and yet chop 
feed will be found selling in some 
stores at 95 c ^ t s per cwt., and proba- 
bly less. The reason why it can be 
sold that low is just this: Instead of 
using the genuine oats they send to 
Youngstovin, Ohio, 
and buy oats 
hulls by the car loa i for $5 per ton. 
The hulls are brought to this city 
and ground up, and when mixed 
with the chopped corn it is very hard 
for even experts to detect the differ- 
ence between this and the real arti- 
cle. 
If 
anything, the food looks 
letter than the genuine, as it has the 
appearance of having more oats in 
it, and the oats being nutritious, more 
of them are sought in horse feed. 
People go on and feed their stock 
with this and wonder why they are 
weas:, can stand no work, and look 
bad. The reporter has been informed 
that this thing has been going on for 
softie time, and it is said enor/jious 
quantities of the stuff have been 
handled in this city. This is a mat- 
ter in which Agent Dean, of the Hu- 
mane Society, might be able to do 
something. It is certainly doing in- 
jury to horses, as well as bein^ an 
imposition on teamsters and others.

A short account was given in our 
is^ue of yesterday of a man being 
overcome by damps and dying in a 
well near the new yard. The lateness 
of the hour at which intelligence of 
the affair reached us made a full ac- 
count of it impossible. 


It seems that the man was descend- 
ing the well in a bucket, and when 
about ten feet below the surface, 
his companions above, who were 
lowering 
him, 
heard 
a 
cry 
"the damps." They readily iinder- 
stood its 
meaning, and instantly 
began to pull him up, but the sud- 
denness with which they caught the 
rope caused the unfortunate man 
below to tumble out of the bucket 
and fall to the bottom of the well, 
some twenty feet distant. 


There is not the least doubt but 
what, had he been drawn up at once, 
that he could have been rescued, but 
his companions, fearing the damps, 
refused to be lowered into the well. 
Coroner Gaffney held an inquest yes- 
terday afternoon and rendered a ver- 
dict in accordance with the above. 


To show the deadliness of 
the 
damps, some experiments were made 
by Dr. Van Buskirk, after the man 
had been taken out of the well. First 
a lighted candle was lowered into the 
well, 
and when 
about 
ten 
feet 
below 
the 
surface, the 
point at 
which 
the man was heard to cry 
"the damps," the flame suddenly 
extinguished; a pile of lighted waste 
was served in the same manner,then 
a chicken was procured and let down 
by means of a rope. At the same 
point where the candle flame was ex- 
tinguished the chicken was noticed 
by those above to droop, and was in- 
stantly drawn up, more dead than 
alive. 
As lOon as it inhaled the 
fresh air, however, the fowl recov- 
ered.
